There aie 15.799 manuscripts In Mnlenadaran. 
They are In Arabic, Persian, Greek, Lolln. Old 
Slavanlk and other languages. 

Besides It* collection ol manuscripts, Ihe Ma- 
tenadaran also has a rich store of archlvu mate- 
rial containing ovct one hundred thousand docu- 
ments pertaining to the 1 4th- 1 9th centuries. 

Among them are various decrees, charters, 
agreements, letters and certificates ol purchase, 
containing a wealth of material on Ihe history 
of the political, social and economic life of 
Armenia and on that of Its neighbours.
